RECRIMINATIONS—ATROCITIES 
PAPAL TROOPS—SACRILEGE 
GARIBALDIANS. 

Panis, Thursday, Nov, 14, 
Sharp recriminations continue to be ex- 
changed between the Garibuldinit and the 

Papalini of the Paris Press; the former 

naturally feel irritated, and vent their 

anger in strong language, the latter are 
quite as naturally triumphant, and express 
their exultation in very energetic terms.— 

They fling; at each other's faces the excesses 

of atrocities committed on both sides, or 

said tohave been committed. It 1s not 
improbable that there have been excesses ; 
and these who have seen anything of war, 
and particularly of civil war know how 
difficult itis} wheu: men’s blood is up, to 
avoid them, On theone side, we hear that 
Garibaldians pillaged the churches of the 
town they entered in the Pontifical territory 
broke in pieces or strole the yessels used 
for Divine service, and committed , other 
sacrileges, whether profitable or ouherwise ; 
in fact, did on'a small scale what the French 
did in 9} first Empire. On

The 
three others, after being torced, as a refine- 
ment of cruelty, to confess to a priest who 
waa with the Zouaves, they stabbed with 
their; bayonets; and these unfortunate 
victims were, when the doctora wrote, still 
in the military hospital of Pasco Coresa in 
danger ‘ot death, Two of them had 17| 
wounds‘each, and the other 32! | 

On'the other hand the Paris journalsthat 
side with Garibaldians are reproached by 
their ddversities with not having a word 
to sayin’ condemnation of what occurred 
when thé ‘Zousyes’ barrack in Rome was 
blown up by “revolutionary assassins,” — 
One of the victims, it appears, was a young 
man named Melin, a native of Moulins, for 
whorh a funeral service was yesterday cele. 
brated by M.de Dreux Brege, Bishop ot 
the diocese. The writer of 4 letter in the 
Memorialdel Allier_ says ; 

“Tt was not the death of a soldier on the 
field of battle that this youth found, It 
was a traitor’s death—such a death as | 
revolutionary Italians excel in giving, when, 
with the poinard in hand, they watch the 
passer by, mix in his food the poisoned 
power, or place barrels of gunpowder under 
the foundations of a house.” 

On this the Universe observes, — 

“ We may addrthat-not one of our revol 
utionary prints, the Journal des Debata, no 
more than the Courier Mrancias, respects 
itaelf enough to stigmatize that terrible 
and cowardly attempt which cost the lives 
of so many Pontifical soldiers. The jour 
nals, then, recognize in favor of their pro 
teges the right of assassination.”

FROM OUR OTTAWA OORRESPONDENT. 
Orrtawa, Dec. 2d, 1867.

A Very L ky Miner. 


+ The St. Paul Press of the 21st., tells the 


following story of extraordinary luck. on } 


the partofa miner named Yetchell, who 
had been patiently hunting for gold in 
Montana for about two years. The Press| 
Bays: 
In every effort to find the precious metal | 
he liad only met with dissappointmentwand 
up fo last September he had not made 
dollar, He had even failed to get the “col 
our” which is found in the bottom of the | 
pans, and which has lured so many on 
from month to month. Last June he com- 
menced to workin gulch lead, where he 
hoped to*be rewarded with better success, 
Here he dug day after day alone in the 
mountains without the ordinary comforts 
of life, and with no near neighbors to dis- 
pute his squatter sovereignty title. Mor 
nearly four months he pursued this labori- 
ous and unremunerative task. He was about 
to abandon it and return home, having 
barely enough money to carry him to the 
States. He decided to spend one more day 
in thé guich, and it he met with no further 
_ encouragement to leave for home the next 
day. In the afternoon le struck what the 
miners term a “pocket” which is a small 
_eayity in the rock where the melted gold 
finds a solid base to check its downward 
flow. Here to his utter astonishment, he 
found a large quantity of pure metal depos- 
ited in“'chunks.” There was scarcely five 
dollars worth of dustin the whole pocket, 
but the quantity of pure metal was very | 
large. Me immediately removed all the 
gold to safe quarters and continued the 
examination. ; Seeing no, further evidence 
of gold, he pulled up stakes and started 
home, coming by the way of the Missouri 
river. Ile expressed the main bulk of his 
_ gold to the mint of Philadelphia, to have 
tassayed and coined. They have notified 
him that it wall yield him $60,000 in gold. 
He has some handsomespeciamens with him. 
One of them weighs 180z., and is almost 
pure gold. ‘This cliuack alone is worth 
- $240. it is a rough, irregularly-formed 
_ fragment, and looks as though it had been 
_ in a molfen state and had’run into a fissure 
of rock and then cooled.

Australia. 


Sir Charles Darling, late Governor of 
_ Victoria, Australia, yiolated the instruc- 
tions ‘of the British Colonial Office, and 
_ was recalled. The colonists thereupon, to 
-sliow their sympathy with Sir Charles, who 
loved them, not wisely but too well, deter- 
mined, under the guise of an appropriation 
bill, to give Lady’ Darling £20,000 from 
hie CUlonial Treasury. The bill passed the 
Lower Ifouse, but was rejected by the 
Legislative Council, on the ground that 
Her Mujesty objected to the proposed 
rant. ‘Phe Ministry thereupon resigned, 
but their successors, apparently unable to 
_ stem the torrent of public opinion. which 
Tun’ wholly'in favor of the grant, had to 
_ give way, and the former Ministry by last 
 uecounts had returned to power.

The Path to Success, 

__ In his “Recollections ot a Busy Life,” 

Mr, Greeley gives the history of the estab- 

lishment of the 7’ribune, and in course of it 
says: 

On the intellectual side, my venture was 
not 80 rash as it seemed, My own fifteen 
Yenrs’ devotion to newspaper making, in 
all its phinses, was worth far more than will 
be generally supposed ; and I had already 
eecured a first assistant in Mr. Henry Jj. 
Raymond, who—having for two years 
while in college at Burlington, Vt., been a 
yalued contributor to the literury side of 
the New Yorker—had hied to the city di- 

_ rectly upon graduating, late in 1849, and 
gladly accepted my offer to hire him at $8 
per week until he could do better. I had 
not much for him to do tillthe Z'ribune 
was sturled; then I had enough; and 1 
never found another person, barely of age, 
and just from his studies, who evinced so 

much and’so versatile ability in journalism 

_ . ashe did. Abler and stronger men I may 

- have met; a cleverer, readier, more gener. 

ally cflicient journalist, I never saw. He 
remained with ine eighty years, if my memory 
serves me, aod is the only assistant with 
whiom I eyer felt required to remonstrate 
for doing more work than any human brain 
and frame could be expected long to endure, 
His salary was of couree gradually increased 
from time to time; but his services were 
yore valuable, in proportion to their cost,

When 
the pipers of the 78th Highlanders appear 
ed on the stage and ‘tuned their pipes,” 
which breathed forth the shrill notes which 
thrill the Scottish hearts wherever heard, 
there was a general commotion throughout 
the audience. More than one Highlander 
rose to his fect and kept time to the music 
of the pipes, while one old grey-headed 
Scot, more enthusiastic than the rest, took 
to one of the aisles and gave a “fling” in 
real old highland style, much to the amuse- 
ment of the audience, 

The Concert terminated about half-past 
ten o'clock, and then the floor was cleared 
for the dancers, wlio, by the way, compris- 
ed a considerable portion of the audience.

BY ATLANTIC CABLE. 

Lonpon, Dec. 8—All the cabmen of this 
metropolis have left their stands and refuse 
to go to work because of an obnoxious regu- 
lation which has been put in force, requiring 
them to attach lamps to their vehicles. The 
cabmen hold a meeting tonight at Exeter 
Hall, to protest against the new law, and to 
take measures for keeping up the strike.

He declares 
that this interference by force hurt the cause 
which it was designed to help, and involved 
the Government in complications to escape 
from which it was obliged to persist in a pol- 
icy of error, to the general discontent of the 
country, Instead of assuming all the re- 
sponsibility in so grave a matter, he said that 
the Government should have first consulted 
the Legislature,

From 
first.to, Jast there is no trickery in it—full 
ofjaction, abounding in gesture, witha 
voice for every character in every mood ;

There is no 
straining for stage effect, no attitudizing, 
no affectation. The most effective reading 
we cvertlistened to—it was the most beau- 
tiflly simple, straightforward, hearty 
piece, of painting from life. Dear Bob 
Cratehite made twenty-five hundred friends 
before le had spoken two words, and if 
eveny body had obeyed the impulse of bis 
lepre; and sent him a Christmas goose, he 
wanld lave been suffocated in a twinkling, 
under a mountain of poultry. As for the 
delightful Kizziwigs, not the coldest heart 
iu the “audience but warmed to them at 
onee, « Probably never was a ball so thor- 
oughly.enjoyed ashe one given by these 
warthy people to their apprentices.

FROM OUR OTTAWA OORRESPONDENT. 


Orrawa, Dec. 5, 1867. 


After the close of my letter last night, the 
debate was continued upon the resolutions 
introduced by Mr. McDougall, having 
reference to the incorporation of western 
territory, until twelve o’clock. Mr. Howe 
followed Mr, McDougall, and contended 
that the proposition was premature, and 
although it had been the dream of his boy- 
hood, he had had that dispelled by the 
realities of facts, which had presented 
themselves to his mind upon the examina- 
tion of documents which he had perused 
in the Departments of Washington, from 
which he had learned that the expense of a 
road from the Pacific to the Atlantic 
through the British Territory, would 
never pay, and that tea could be car- 
ried from China to Liverpool by the 
water communication for $13 a ton, while 
it would cost a great deal more over a 
railway. This was his more mature judg- 
ment, which he considered it right to give 
to the world, and to undertake any work 
of so much importance with, if report 
speaks correctly, a deficit of between $3,- 
000,000 and ¢4,000,000, an outlay of

AGGRAVATED ASSAULT. 


Robert Baine, accused of causing the death 
of his wife from brutal assault, and remanded 
from the 29th ult., was brought before the 
Police Magistrate yesterday, and after the 
evidence of the Chief of Police and Doctor 
Lister was recorded, and a re-examination of 
Doctors Canniff aud Burdett, the prisoner 
was fully committed for trial.

Orrawa, Dec, 7th, 1867.

Crown Lands Report. 


The report of the Commissioner of Crown 
Lands of Canada, for the year ending 
December, 1866, which hes just been pub- 


tion, from which we gather some interesting 
facts. In Upper Canada, at the commence- 
ment of 1866, there were 3,218,510 acres 
of suryeyed Crown Lands on hand, in 
addition thereto, 245,869 acres were sur- 
veyed during the year, making a total of 
8,464,379 acres, of which 170,827 acres 
were sold, and 7,200 acres located ss free 
grants in the colonization roads, leaving a 
balance of 8,286,851 acres disposable at the 
end ot the year. The amount obtained 
from lands sold was $120,777; umount 
collected $196,836. 

In Lower Canada the sales of Crown 
Lands during the year amounted to 161,428 
acres; the purchase money to $65,369; the 
receipts to $69,726. On the colonization 
roads 10,850 acres were located as free 
grants to actual settlers, To the 6,142,669 
acres disposable at the commencement of 
the year, 305,826 acres were added by sur- 
yeys, making a total of 6,448,498 acres, 
from which, deducting the sales and free 
grants, 172,278 acres, a balance of 6,277,215 
acres remain for future disposal. 

Of Clergy Lands in Upper Canada, there 
were 63,670 acres sold during the year, the 
purchase money of which amounted to 
$78,933. The gross amount of collections 
was $198,292; the disbursements were 
$887, 

In Lower Canada there were sold in 
1866, 12,597 acres of Clergy Lands, which 
deducted trom the quantity remaining 
unsold at the commencement ot the year, 
270,305 acres, loaves a balance of 257,708 
acres still disposable.

The Excoution of Ethan Allen. 
From the Kingston Whig. 

Yesterday morning Ethan Allen suffered ~ 

the death penalty for the murder of Gor 

nelius O'Driscoll on the 22nd of September 

last. 

With that feeling of sympathy which 
has characterized the case of this unfortu- 
nate man. since his trial, disinterested par- 
ties and others made endeavors to the last 
moment to secure his reprieve. Since he 
received) the first intimation, a week ayo, 
in answer to the petition that his sentence 
would not be commuted, influence has been 
brought to bear on his behalf, but-withont 
avail. A deputation which had the assis- 
tance of the officers of the Kingston Dis- 
tillery, where the murder was committed, 
proceeded, itis said, on Monday to plead 
mercy for Allen, but were unsuccessful in 
securing Executive clemency. During. the 
past-weels he hus been visited daily by hia 
priest, and the sisters of charity, as well as 
other ladies, one of whom in particular, 
spent hours with him in offering religious 
consolation....Many of his friends he also 
received very kindly, offering the most 
intimate of the number, as souvenirs, any 
small trinkets he possessed, and some of 
these held out, towards him some ray of 
hope that the sentence would not be car- 
ried out. Allen employed his time with 
spiritual matters, when not otherwise 
engaged, and that sure hope beyond the 

rave, which buoyed him up so wonder- 
ully, did not forsake him to the lust. + 

His last night on earth was calm and 
restful. He enjoyed a good sleep as usual, 
and when he awokein the morning appear- 
ed refreshed. At about five o'clock Mather 
Dollard, V. G., one of his spiritual advisers, 
arrived in the gaol, and in the company of 
two of the good Sisters, he joined in prayer 
with the doomed man, who uttered the 
responses in the services loudiy and 
earnestly. The announcement to the 
public was that the execution should take 
place at noon, but as there existeda strong 
morbid feeling to witness the fearful sight, 
it was thought advisable to change the 
hour to seven o'clock a,m,,and preparations 
were privately made for the execution at 
that hour, But Allen, it appears, though 
reconciled to his fate, if the worst was to 
take place, was not without hope till the 
Jast, and beforethe hour of death drew 
nigh supplicated the Sheriff to telegraph 
once more to his Excellency the Governor 
Geveral for areprieve. The Sherifl could 
not refuse the dying wish, and granted the 
request. “The execution was therofure 
postponed until an answer came from the 
Governor, about ten o'clock, stating thet 
no interterepee with the must 
take placo; that his Excellency has given 
the case the utmost consideration, When 
Allen heard the words of the telegram, lie 
threw up his arms, and shewed by his 
expression that be had once bis self 
possession.

He recognized Mr. Reynolds immed- | 
lately after he saw him. Mr. Reynolds 
says he was wild when in Buffalo, but not 
desperate. Allen has left no record of his | 
life, and what is known of his character is | 
trom mere report. He admitted he was 
addicted to gambling, but is believed to 
have spent his money occasionally in useful 
ways—though always regardless of hisown 
downward career, He attributed his own | 
fate to the indiscretions of his youth, and | 
warns young men against crowding on the 
path that leads to ruin like his. His first | 
and last offence were, he says, committed | 
in Kingston. 

Allen was 36 years of age. Before the | 
execution he asked the Shentf if he had 
procured a hangman who was an adept,and 
was answered in the affirmative. When} 
the knot was being adjusted he told the 
pene todo it properly, so that he 
would notsuffer pain. The last execution 
in Kingston, that of Fralick, for the York | 
murder, occurred in Kingston on December | 
7th, 1868. 

In his case the law bas been satisfied, | 
but not to the minds ofthe public, who feel | 
that adequate justice’ has not been meted, 
out to the remaining actors of the great | 
tragedy, the last scene of which closed 
yesterday.

The Fisheries 
are divided into three divisions, the first 
by which is called the Magdalen Islands,and 
comprises 104 miles of sea coasts. In this | 
division the products of the Fisheries were | 
notso valuable as the year previous, owing 
to storms, loss of nets, and want of men,.— | 
There were 22 schooners and 220 men en- | 
gaged in seal hunting on the ice. Owing | 
to bad weather and the imposibility of 
many vessels to penetrate among the field 
of ice, the expeditions did not prove 80 | 
successful as the year previous, The num- 
ber of seals.caught was 2434 seals, valued 
at $15,821. ‘The spring herring fishery was 
abundant, yielding 10,898 barrels,of which 
7,577 barrels were taken by foreign fisher- 
men. The spring mackerel fishery was

In noting down the progress of mining 
matters in this section for the last month, I 
intend to commence at the village of Madoc 
which, by the way, is the centre of mining 
operations and mining information, and 
extend the survey east, west, north, and 
south, from time to time endeavoring to 
take in all the mines, showing their pros- 
pects, location, etc. 

The wine of the most importance here 
just now is the Empire Mine, situated 
almost in the centre of the village. Here 
in the first place a shaft was sunk some 80 
feet, out of which a variety of gold bearing 
rock was tulen, not unlike in some respects, 
the class of rock taken from the Richardson 
Mine. Assays were repeatedly made, and 
most always with large results, but no 
distinct lead or lodes were found, The 
services of a Mining Wngincer, Mr. W. C. 
Smitb, wore secured, and by his advice, a 
tunnel has been commenced at the base of 
the ledge, cutting through the hill for the 
purpose of striking the defined lead which 
he and all practical miners say must be 
somewhere in that immediate neighbour- 
hood. The tunnel is now over fifty feet 
in length, and I am informed the prospects 
are of the most cheering kind, In the 
meantime a ton of the rock has been crush- 
ed and yields between $30 and $40, The 
proprietors, among whom are the Mess 
Jones, Pierce, Croude, and Smith, are 
shipping ten tons to the crusher, for the

It seemsto start suddenly, 
and I can only. suppose it to have been the 
examining passage over an aqueduct 
coming from the temple, and I am having 
the floor taken up to settle the question. 
The passage is on a level with the founda- 
tions of the Haram Wall, which are rough 
hewn stones, perhaps rock—I cannot tell 
yet. The bottom is the enormous distance 
of’85 feet below the surface of the ground, 
and as far as I.can see as yet, the wall at 
the south-west angle must be buried for 95 
feet under ground, so that it must at one 
time haverisen to the height of 180 feet 
above the Tyropeon Gully. I consider it 
yery unsate sinking these shafts without 
sheathing them, but I have been obliged to 
do so for want of wood. In this sbaft in 
particular there is about 60 feet unsheathed, 
and a loose stone from any part mht 
staye a man’s head in before lie is aware 
of it. 


Virgin’s Fount, or Ain Um-el-Deraj.— 
‘This was an excayation under the lowest 
step leading to the pool, in order to exam= 
ine the communication by which the water 
enters. As the pool is usually occupied by 
water carriers during the daylight, we went 
down about an hour after sunset on Friday, 
the 4th inst., and with three fellabin of 
Silwdn commenced removing the pebbly 
deposit from under the steps. The Silwan 
people, however, got wind of our proceed- 
ings, and came trooping downina very 
excited state and requested us to begone,— 
By dint of chaffing they eventually changed 
their tone and sent. us coffee, After three 
hours’ work I found that there would be 
more difficulty in opening the space under 
the steps than I had anticipated, and hear~ 
ing that during this month there are few 
pergona taking water from the pool, I 
ordered the work to be resumed in the 
morning.

The roof is composed of large stones, many 
of them levelled and laid flat on the up- 
per course of the passage wall. ‘The upper 
cousse is 4 feet in height, and st the bot- 
tom of it on each side are the remains of a) 
small aqueduct jutting out from the wall, 
made of dark cement, The passage is 
probably from 12 feet to 18 feet high, its 
roof is 20 feet below the -surface ofthe 
ground in Haram Vaults, or about 60 feet 
below the level of Haram Area. At the 
point Bon plan, there are indications of 
there haying been a metal gate. A check, 
10 incube, is cut in one of the roof stones, 
and there is the mark of abrasion on one 
of the stones, as if a metal door had 
swung against it; radius of swing about 
18 inches. 

At present Ihave no clue as tothe use 
of this passage.

County Court and 
Sessions. 


The County Court adjourned on Friday 
night. The following is the Presentment of 
the Grand Jury: 

The Grand Jurors of our Sovereign Lady the 
Queen, in pursuance of the charge of His Honor 
Judge Sherwood, respectfully present to the 
Court : 

That they have visited the gaol and conversed 
with the Ruaners contined therein, allof whom 
expressed their hearty satisfaction with the 
manuerin which they are treated by the gov- 
ernor of the gaol, Mr. Dafoe, and those under 
his superintendence. They found the cells and 
other apartments clean and comfortable, owing 
palusipedy to the vigilance of Mr. Dafoe, who 
has had charge of the gaol for the last twenty- 
five years or thereabouts. They wish to bring 
under the notice of the Court and the County 
officials the necessity of making some alteration 
in the privy on the outside of the gaol. They 
are of the opinion that it is not sufficient tor 
the uses for which it is intended, and would 
urge, further, that a sewer Or drain be dug to 
communicate with and draw the deposits there- 
from to the main drain at the north corner of 
the old gaol. They would further recommend 
that a new floor be laid in the office of the 
Sheriff, or that the one now therein be covered 
with new boards. 

It is a matter of extreme regret to the Grand 
Jury in consequence of inducements held out 
by persons in authority to criminals when ar- 
rested to induce them to confess their guilt, 
that so many of the latter escape the punish- 
ment which they so justly deserve; and they | 
would strongly urge that constables be notified | 
of their duty in this respect. 

They are strongly of the opinion that an Act 
should be passed by the Legislature whereby 
witnesses in criminal cases should be paid for 
their attendance, believing, as they do, that the 
ends of justice are frequently frustrated in con- 
sequence of their not being so paid. 

They would urge that cases of common as- 
sault should be disposed of by a Justice of the | 
Peace, who has the power to inflict the neces- 
sary punishment. It isa source of expense to 
the County which should, if possible, be

I recommended, and still recommend people 
to be cautious, and not to beled by unfounded 
statements, to spend their money, as too 
many seem to have done, in sinking pits into 
beds of rock, where there is as yet, no evidence 
of the precious metals, and no appearance of

The Vermont Disaster. 

We have further particulars of the rail- 
way disaster in Vermont,by the New York | 
Tribune, From an account in that paper | 
we learn that about seyenty workmen, | 
mostly educated mechanics, after’ dinner, 
proceeded by a train composed of an 
engine and one passenger car to Harlon 
Bridge, up a heavy grade, the train moving 
backwards, As they approached the bridge 
the engineer could not shut off the steam 
readily, and only succeeded in checking the 
speed of the train in time to saye the engine 
from going over the embankment. As the 
centre of the car struck the brink of the 
precipice it broke into three pieces, the 
roof sliding forward, and half of the body 
falling 70 feet to the river bed, About 25 
men were spilled out in a pileon a shelving 
rock, 25 feet below the track, the rear halt 
of the car falling upon them, and the. ten- | 
der upon the top of that. It was there that 
most of the fatulitiesoccurred. ‘The tender 
remained on the shelf. About ten persons 
saved themselyes by jumping from the 
car before reaching the brink; tifteen were 
Jinstantly killed; and four’ more died soon, 
after, and there are others that cannot sur- 
vive. Scarcely any escaped serious injury. 
Those falling with the half of the car: that 
firat went over the entire 70 feet arc mostly 
jall living. The deceased wero among the 

most useful men in Vermont, and will be

Gold was | 
plainly visible to the naked eye, and found 
scattered abundantly through the rock. 
The work of erecting the crushing mill 18 
being proceeded with as rapidly as the 
weather and circumstances will admit, and |

In the El Dorado Mine a depth of 45] 
feet has been reached, and as they get | 
lower the appearance of the rock looks | 
more promising.

ty, and) promising a duration. of some 
weeks, if not months. If s0—and it ig the 
opinion of those most experienced in these 
matters—all the world may. see it aa goon 
as the groundjess fears as to the state of 
Naples haye)yanished, For the first one 
or two nights the mountain was modest 
gubugh in its demonstrations—tongues of 
fire shot up to announce its internal agita- 
tion, and a thin stream ot laya trickled 
down behind in the direction of Ottajano, 
which lies on the southeast side of esu- 
vius. Some. friends who went. up there 
early gaye a yague idea of, the scene, and 
spoke of eight or ten new craters, being no 
more than so many fissures opened by. the 
explosive force of the mountain, and which 
changein number and character from day 
to day, For the tast two or three nights, 
however, the scene has been as.grand as 
can well be, conceived ; but before giving 
details, let me describe the actual state and 
appearance of the mountain. 


Since December, 1861, it has been almost 
quiescent, with the exception of one or 
two sulky and uncertain puffs, and our 
clear blue atmosphere’ has ceased to be 
marked with the'spiral columns of smoke. 
On’ the; very summit ‘has gaped the huge 
crater, measuring nearly 700 feet in circum- 
ference, around which even children might 
have played, being careful only: to avoid 
certain sulphurious exhalations which were 
emitted at intervals. During the last two 
years a small cone has been formed by the 
matter gradually ejected from the sulphur- 
ous hole; we could scarcely sce ‘its head 
above the waillsiof the large craber, but 
within. the last week, like some preaump- 
tuous strippling, it has shot up above its 
venerable parent, and this it is which has 
been tuming and spluttering and storming, 
with all the arrogant impatience of youth, 
since last Wednesday. It has sent forth 
an immense quantity of lava, converting 
the surrounding crater into a’ lake of fire.

By whom the cession 
was made M. Bonneau does not state, and 
he adds—*“ It is true the French Goveri- 
ment may since then have renounced the 
possession of the Bay of Adoulas, as it 
formerly abandoned all the rights of 
France to the great isle of Madagascar.”

Brnauameton, N, ¥., 18,—The safe of the 
County Treasurer was broken open leet-night 
and robbed of $8,000 county bonds and ‘other 
securities, 

Havana, Dec, 18.—Dates from the city of 
Mexico to the 11th haye been received. 


The National Congress was opened onthe 8th 
nst. The hall was crowded with members and 
spectators, President Juarez delivered the 
opening speech. He thanked the United States 
for the friendly feeling shown and moral sup- 
port given to Mexico, and justified~the execu- 
tions at Queretaro as necessary acts of Justice. 
He returned into the hands of Congress the

© Railway Catastrophe. | 


PULL PARTICULARS. | 
The following particulars of the appalling 


| from the Buifalo Courier. The accident is 


|one of the most frightful in the long list | 
of railroad disasters in the United States, 
The Cowrier BAYS : 

“The train to which the accident hap- 
pened was the Lake Shore Road New 
York Express, trom Cleveland, and was due 
in this city at 1:30 p.m., but was two hours 
late, having been detained by a broken 
bridge on the Cleveland and Toledo Road, 
It was composed of three first-class 
| carriages filled with passengers, a smoking 
1 was under 
the conductorship of Mr.Frank Sherman,of 
this city. Silver Creek was the last station 
stopped at prior to the accident,and Angola 
was passed about three o'clock, the train 
going, it is Stated, at the speed of about 20 
miles an hour, ‘From Angola to the bridge 
over the Big Sister Creek, however, the 
road is a down grade,and itis possible that 
the train was going at a greater rate than 
that mentioned aboye, when the casualty 
occurred, Be that as it may, everything 
| Was apparently all right when the bridge 
}was reached, but when the train had 


experienced by those on board, and the 
next moment the rear coach was detached 
and went plunging off the bridge and down 
the abyss to the ice, a distance of some 
thirty or forty feet. The brakes were at 
once applied, but before the train could be 
stopped the coupling of the second coach 
had become broken, and it, too, got off the 
wack and rolled down the embankment 
some twenty feet, landing on its side at the 
bottom. So suddenly had all this happened 
that not one of the inmates of either of the 
two coaches, had time to make his escape, 
and without a moment’s warning some 
forty or fifty persons were hurried into the 
presence of their Maker, 

“The scene which was presented to the 

eyes of the inmates of the other cars when 
the train was stopped, which was done im- 
mediately, was a fearful one, and one which 
no tongue or pen ean describe. The car 
which first went over the precipice took 
fire instantly, and before any person could 
get to it, the flames had made rapid head- 
way, and in afew moments it was all 
ablaze. Those persons on the spot proceeded 
to render all the assistance they could, but 
hormble to relate, only some four or five 
persons, 80 far as we could learn, were 
saved from the burning car, and the re- 
mainder, between forty and fifty human 
beings—men women and children—were 
consumed with the car. 
“ While a portion of the passengers who | 
had escaped injury gave their attention to 
the burning car, the balance attended to 
the other, which had also taken fire. For- 
tunately the flames in the latter instance 
were extinguished before they had made 
much headway, and as speedily as possible 
the injured, dead and dying were taken 
from the burning coach, were conveyed to 
residences near at hand, Justice Southwick | 
hand, with their families, were speedily on | 
the spot, and did excellent service in assist- 
ing the unfortunate ‘passengers. Some 
twenty of those who were the most severely 
injured were conyeyed to Mr. Southwick’s 
residence, and ten others to that of Mr. 
Griffith, and were made as comfortable as 
possible.” 


When the aews arrived at Buffalo, there 
was, of course, yery great excitement ; but 
as soon as possible a train was formed to 
conyey relief to the sufferers, Several phy- 
sicians were on it, and the scene when the 
train arrived is thus described by the 
Courier : ' 

“Tt was about dark, and objects at a short 
distance were anything but distinct. ‘The 
burnt car was a mass of ruins, but the odor 
of burning human flesh permeated the at- 
mosphere, and gaye convincing evidence 
that the catastrophe was 4 heart-rending 
and awful one. The second car which mety 
with disaster was lying a perfect wreck, 
but all its late inmates had been removed, 
and everything that medical skill and kind- 
ness could suggest was being done for them, 
How many perished in the burning car it is 
impossible as yet to say, and it is very pro- 
bable will not be known for some time. 


“The place where the first car struck 
after being precipitated off the bridge was 
difficult of access, and after rescuing the 
half dozen or so of persons before the flames 
had made much headway, no attempt was 
made last night to disturb the remains of 
those who perished in the burning car. 
That, however, will be attended to this 
morning. 

“ Soon after arriving at the locale of the 
accident, our reporter visited Judge South- 
wick’s house, which presented the appear- 
ance of an army hospital, Every room in 
the house was filled with objects of pity, In 
the shape of injured passengers. In one 
corner could be seen a woman, insensible, 
her face bruised and discolored with blood, 
and in another a man who had, a few hours 
previously, started from home 10 the full 
enjoyment of health, but waa now hovering 
betwixt life and death. Bverywhere could 
be seen those angels of mercy —kind and 
true-hearted women—administering to those 
thrown upon their hands, and we aro sure, 
from what we saw, that the injured ones 
were kindly and tenderly cared for. 

“At this house were found eleven persons 
injured in various ways, but chiefly in a 
serious manner, At the house of a Mr. 
Griffith were ten others, and at various 
houses in the neighborhood some eight or 
ten more, 

“Between seven and eight o'clock the 
dead were conveyed to the freight house at 
Angola station, and at eight o'clock thir 
teen bodies had been brought in and laid 
upon the floor,”

Mr. Mackenzie moved a postponement of 
the c? =deration of the 7th resolution to 
the .2tu of March, to which Dr. Tupper 
replied that the Government had decided, 
in case of the defest of the resolution, to 
abandon the whole bill.

| Quartz Crushing. 


In our issue two weeks since, we gave 
to our readers an interesting article on “our 
mineral resources,” copied from the 
Toronto Leader. It contained the remark 
which we believe to be true, that “in all 
countries celebrated for their production 


and almost the only reliance.” 

This being the case, and our own future 
being also so intimately wrought up with 
it, it may be interesting to glance a little 
at the results’of quartz mining in different 
countries. The article referred to showed 
that in Nevada in 1866, the six most 
productive mines on one par‘icu'ar lode, 
called the Comstock” lode, averaged 
$42.50 worth of gold to the ton, while their 
ayerage gross yield was upwards of $1,100,- 
000, the total yield from the ex being 
nearly $7,000,000. Now, our six best 
mines will certainly average more gold to 
the ton. Why should they not also 
average more than $1,100,000 for their 
gross returns? We may even leaveout the 
Richardson mine, an’ say that the results 
of crushing so far give every reason to 
believe that the average yield per ton will 
still exceed the nbove and it seems quite 
probable that the gross yici! will also be 
greater. What will then be the value of 
shares in such mines as the E:dorado, 
Empire, Denbigh, Rose, Bay State, and 
many others, now selling at 
such trifling sums 7 


Again the average yield of gold per 
ton in Australia is only $7; in Nova Scotia 
$9 to $10; and we believe in California 
from $7 to $10. In Australia it is calculated 
that the crushing can be done at a cost of 
6s. sterling, or $1.50 perton. The Clunes 
Gazette, of July 15th of the present year, 
gives a return for the halt year ending 
June 30th, of the operations of the Port 
Philip,(Australia) Gold Mining Co,,during 
that period. he quantity of quartz raised 
and crushed by them in that time was 
28,700 tons, and it yielded 9 dwts. 6 gre, of 
gold, equal to $9.25 per ton, say about 
$250,000 for the total value Their 
expenses were heavy—for not only are 
wages aud the cost of living there, very 
much higher than with us, but there is also 
the important fact, that they are working 
at & greut depth, their principal shaft being 
now 583 feet deep, and the ore being 
chiefly from “reefs,” or levels, 
varying in depth from 150 to 444 feet.— 
The cost of working the mine for the balf 
year nearly $100,000 and that of 
crushing the ore over $60,000, leaving still 
\ a clear profit for the half year of nearly 
$90,000, ‘This company have an entry 
among their receipts of $3,500 obtained 
from “alluvial tailings,” generally (up to 
thia time, we believe) wasted bere; and

HOW If 18 PRACTICED IN NEW YORK—soME 
INTERESTING INCIDENTS, 


The New York Tribune publishesian ex- 
tended report of fratids on the customs at 
that ‘port; and ‘specifies some instances 
which lave occurred within a few weeks. 
When a foreign steamer arrives and the 
baggage of the passengers is all on the 
bb the following scenes usually take 
place: 

The Inspectors detailed for the yessel 
while in port take charge, and seal the 
hatches, The passengers descend to the 
pier, and the inspection begins, Each 
passenger, before the examination, filla out 
a blank form, in which he enumerates the 
contents of his trunks. If there is nothing 
but his own wearing apparel he certifies 
that there are no new or dutiable articles 
within. ._Then commences the ludicrous 
scenes. They are requested to unlock their 
tronks, - : : 

The ready, easy manner with which 
many open them; without being called upon,

Panis, Dec. 22.—The Bill for the re-organiza- 
tion of the army, which has been under discus- 
sion for the past week in the Senate, was intro- 
duced in the Corps Legislatif by M- Gressier, 
and was debated during the'sitting of yesterday, 
M. Gressier, on reporting the Bill, made a 
speech explaining the features and defending 
the character of the measure, He denied that 
It was a preparation for early war, because In 
reality It would operate to reduce the effective 
force of the army. He insisted that the meas- 
ure was intended only as a wise provision for 
the necessity of the future. M. Rouher, the 
Minister of State, also spoke in support of the 
Bill, Hestrongly protested against the opinion 
which had been expressed that the introduction 
of the Bill looked to war with a forelgn power, 
and declared that the BILL was not proposed by 
the Government as a temporary expedient to 
meet an immediate contingency, but as a per- 
manent measure to improye the organization 
und promote the general efficiency of the mili- 
tary resources of the empire. M. Jules Fayre 
made a powerful speech in opposition to the 
Bill, ‘Toward the closeof the sitting a vote was 
taken, and the measure was sustained by the 
majority.

Exportation of Cattle. 


The Secretary of the United States 
Treasury hasaddressed the following circu- 
lar to the’ Collector of Customs on the 
Qanadian frontier ¢ 

“Tt being represented to the department 

that a difference in practice exists at some 
Of the frontier ports’bordering on Canada, 
in relation to the assessment, and collection 
of or exemption from duty, on the impor- 
tation of cattle, and other liye animals from 
@anada, which had previously been expor- 
ted trom the-United States thereto, fur the 
purpose of grazing,or, fattening, with the 
intention of returming the same to the 
United States, the following instructions 
are hereby issued on the subject, and- will 
be carefully carried out by ‘the collector, 
Such cattle or other animals, on being 
hroughit back to the United States, can ouly 
be permitted to enter free) of duty when 
they are returned in the. same condition 
as when exported, and when the proofs of 
domestic origin, of exportation from.a, port 
of the United States, and the other, proofs 
required, for the free entry of goods, wares 
and merchandize of domestic origin and 
production, are duly produced to the collec- 
tbr at the port ofamportation. ‘The collec: 
tor of customs, therefore; on the exportation 
of cattle, or other animals, should tale 
and file among the records of the Custom 
House a careful description of the same, 
sp that they can be readily identified in 
case of their being returned to the United 
States, When ita found, on the importa- 
tion of such cattle, that their condition is 
‘changed by fattening, or other causes, duty 
will Be adsessed und collected thereon in 
the tanner prescribed for original impor- 
tations.”

67 cargo boats, 15 Madras sloops, 
$4 dinghees, 82 native boats, and ¢ up 
country boats. The greater portion of 
these lost in the canals were Jaden with 
jutes and grain. The grand total of lives 
‘uscertained to have been lost is, therefore, 
1,016; of brick-built houses cestroyed, 
168; and of tiled, and thatched huts 29,- 
281. Of the larger shipping in the river, 
only about 26 ships have escaped uninjured, 
and three have sustained serious damage, 
one of them being a complete wreck.

This cyclone has occured at a time when | 


the rice crops were in the ear, and the 
whole province, wasted by famine and} 
pinched by high prices, looked forward to} 
an abundant harvest. Where the ear was 
formed it was torn off; where the stalk 
had reached mature height it was snapped. 
On a low estimate at least one half of the 
rice crop has been destroyed in the 10} 
miles to the’ south of the Hooghly over| 
which the cyclone extended. From Nud-} 
dea, still suffering from an inundation of 
the Ganges more severe than those of 1863 
and 1856, we learn that the vegetation 
which survived that calamity has been 
almost entirely destroyed, Not only the 
rice crop yield but half its talei. Of the} 
eattle which had been sent to the high 
lands from the inundated tracks, a tenth 
has perished, for they had to withstand the 
storm tor two days and a half without 
food or shelter. All the crops recently sown 
within the district blasted by the whirlwind 
have been destroyed. The condition of 
Jeasore is worse. Not over5 per cent of the 
brick houses in the tountry have withstood 
the blast. 


A general system of relief was contem 
plated. The balance, amounting to about 
19,000 rupees, of the previous cyclone relief 
fund, has been made over for the purpose 
of affording relief; and Goyernment has 
promised to contribute by doubling the 
amount of subscriptions.

OPENING OF THE PROVIN- 
OIAL LEGISLATURE. 


SPRECH OF THE LIBUT-GOVERNOR. 


Toronto, Dec. 28.—His Excellency the 
Tieutenant-Goyernor, at 2 o'clock, p-m.. 
this day proceeded in state to the Chamber 
of the Legislative Assembly, and having 
taken his seat upon the throne, and the 
members of the Legislative Assembly being 
present, the Honourable John Stevenson 
then informed His Dxcellency that the 
choice of the Legislative Assembly had 
fallen upon him to be their Speaker, and 
he prayed for the members thereof the 
customary Parliamentary privileges. After 
which His Excellency was pleased to 
deliver the following 

SPEECH, 
Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly ° 

In accordance with the provision of a 
statute of the Imperial Parliament for the 
federal union of the Britis!¥North American 
Provinces, and for the erectionfof separate 
Local Governments in the Provinces of 
Ontario and Quebec, I haye been deputed, 
in thename of HeMajesty the Queen, to 
open the first’session of the Legislature of 
Ontario, Phy: 

I rejoice at the opportunity which has 
been thus afforded to me of welcoming the 
representatives of the people in this city 
so long known as the capital of Upper 
Canada, ; 

This day is the commencement of a new 
and important era in our political annals, 
We are met together under the authority 
of the British Crown to enter upon a more 
extended application than we have hither- 
to enjoyed of the’ principle of local self- 
government. . 

For years past it has been the aim and 
effort of Upper Canada to’ secure 4 more 
direct and unlimited control over its own 


‘local affairs than was attainable while in 
_ Legislative alliance with another province. 


Sensible of the many advantages which 
haye accrued to both sections from this 
Union sinceits accomplishment in the year 
1841, the people of Western Canada have 
nevertheless desired a wider and more 
elastic governmental system, which while 
it should strengthen and consolidate British 
dominion on this continent, should also 
afford larger opportunities for their own 
particular growth and expansion. 

This object we haye now obtained 
through the beneficent interposition of the 
mother country. . 

The provision for the future government 
of the Proyince is in one respect peculiar 
and exceptional. It confers upon you, 
gentlemen, the exclusive privilege of fram- 
ing laws inrelation to matters within your 
jurisdiction unaided and unchecked by the 
supervisory control of another chamber. 
It remains for you to justify by your wis- 
dom, moderation and forethought the 
confidence so freely reposedin you by the 
Imperial Government. 

You begin your legislative labours with 
resources at your disposal large enough to 
justify the hope that they will prove ade- 
quate, not only for the actual requirements 
of Government but also to satisfy the 
wants of this rapidly improving country. 

It will deyolve upon you to consider the 
bestand most appropriate means of hus- 
banding the resources,and of augmenting 
as faras possible the public wealth. 

I would earnestly press upon your 
attention to the expediency ot encouraging 
immigration ‘and the occupation of our 
public lands, by affording to the working 
classes of Europe and to the young menof 
our own province additional inducements 
to settle and remain amongst us, 


‘The enactment of a liberal homestead law 
with a free grant of land to bona fide 
settlers would, I apprehend, prove of 
inestimable advantage in adding to 
the number and quality of our resident 
population. 

[am authorized to inform you that 
arrangements are in progress for specdly 
appointment of Arbitrators for the division 
and the adjustment of the debts, credits, 
liabilities, properties and assets of’ the late 
Provinces of: Upper and Lower Canada 
under the 142nd section of the British 
North American Act.

COTTON CULTURE—THE NEGROES, 
The following extract is from a private 
letter from Madison Station, Mississippi : 


MApISoN Station, Dec. 17, 1867. 
Tell us how times are with you. Down 
this way money is very tight. Dullness 
reigns at New Orleans, Cotton is on the 
decline. The British have us foul on cot- 
ton. They have built up their own cotton 
fields and ruined ours. 
They are no longer dependent on us for 
that staple and never will be again. They 
are smart, but what fools we, to be so hood- 
winked by them. People through this 
region are broke generally. 
The negroes are stealing cattle, sheep, 
hogs, and killing them to get something 
to eat. The planters are all broke, and the 
negroes can find no employment. When 
turned off, their rations. stop, and, having 
nothing to buy provisions with, they take 
to stealing. 
But as that can’t last, the negroes break 
from the plantations to the towns and cities, 
Thousands of them are without adequate 
shelter from the weather, and don’t know 
where their next meal will come from, 


In the towns and cities they huddle to- 
gether like pigs, where, of course, morals 
and shame are unknown. It 18 estimated 
that in this district from 80,000 to 50,000 
will perish from hunger, exposure and des- 
titution this winter. 

And next year, what of it? Tax or no 
tax, there will be little cotton raised, It} 
will no longer pay to raise cotton. I doubt | 
if even a bounty of two and a half centsa 
pound, instead of a tax of that amount, 
would stimulate production. 

It is too late. The goose that laid the 
golden egg has been strangled by British 
cunning, and the day of American cotton 
is past, never to return.

BELLEVILLE, 
Ontario Legislature. 


The House on Saturday, after the 
speech waa delivered, at once pro- 
ceeded to business. A Bill was intro- 
duced providing for administration of 
oaths of office to persons appointed 
thereto and to Justices of the Peace. Pe- 
titions to incorporate the Toronto, Grey 
and Bruce Railway Company, the Toronto 
and Nipissing, Railway Company, and 
Ontario College, were read. Hon, J. 8. 
Macdonald moyed that the select Standing 
Committees of the House for the present 
session be for the following purposes; 1st, 
On Privileges and Elections ; 2d, Railways ; 
8d, Miscellaneous Private Bills ; 4th, Stand- 
ing Orders. The omission of the Committee 
on Contingencies created considerable dis- 
cussion. Mr, Macdonald said the Govern- 
ment had resolyed to abolish that Commit- 
tee. His experience led him to believe 
that that Committee had no responsibility 
whatever—that it only led to expense and 
embarrassment in the appointments—that 
the principle was to make the Speaker and 
the Government responsible for all the 
expenses of the Legislature. Mr. McKellar, 
Mr. Blake, Mr, T. Ferguson and Mr. 
McMurrich supported the appointment of 
a Contingent Committee. After considerable 
discussion the motion of Hon, John 8. 
Macdonald was put and carried. Some 
resolutions reapecting bribery were adopted. 
It was decided to consider the Address to— 
day. The rules of the House of Commons, 
so far as applicable, were made the rules of 
the Legislature, Respecting the franking 
privilege, Hon. John S, Macdonald said 
that members putting their names on the 
corners of their letters and sending them 
to the post office in the Parliament Building 
there got them stamped, and they went 
free. Letters and papers coming to 
members were also free. Some reference 
was made to the printing, and the House 
adjourned,

Quebec Legislature. 


The speech of His Excellency Sir N. F. 
Belleau, Lieut.-Governorof Quebec, was de- 
livered to tho Legislature on Saturday last. 
It commences by welcoming the members to 
the ancient city of Quebec, refers to the} im- 
portant interests and grave duties entrusted 
to them ; such as the administration of jus- 
tice, of public education, of the machinery of 
our civil and municipal system, of our public 
charities, of the encouragement of science, 
letters and arts, of the improvement of the 
public domain, the development generally 
of our resources, of immigration, coloniza- 
tion, police, &. He recommends, until after 
the arbitration relative to the finances of the 
late Provinces of Upper and. Lower Canada, 
that no measure involving considerable ex- 
penditure should be introduced. Measures 
for the organization of the departments of 
administration, interpretation of the Statutes, 
&e., would be submitted. Reference is made 
to the importance of developing colonization, 
to the improvement of agriculture, the more 
systematic and prudent management of the 
funds and monies, the advancement of public 
education, and the encouragement of science, 
letters and the arts. Reference is made to the 
geographical position, of the Province of 
Quebec, and the speech closes with the fol. 
lowing paragraph :— 

“ Canadian by birth, having borne part inthe 
deliberations and labours of tormer Legislatures 
aud Governments, I do not need to say to you 
how entirely the high trust committed to you 
commands my respect and Bymipathyeee pray 


that Divine Providence may deign to sour 
labors and to pour upon you and yours all ite 
favors for the new year Which is about to open 
and during which we are to lay the foundations 
of tho groatness and prosperity of this our Pro- 
vince of Quebec, so dear to all of us,"

BY ATLANTIC CABLE. 

Lonvon, Dec. 28, noon,—The Fenjans seem 
to be unusually active all over the country.— 
Nearly every hour in the day despatches are 
received by the authorities announcing either a 
contemplated moyement by the brotherhood, 
or itsfabsolute occurrence. 

Telegrams of quite a serious nature have been 
received to-day from Cork, giving the details of 
another Fénian coup-de-main, Last night, about 
midnight, a large body of men with blackened 
faces, stormed the Martello tower near Cork. 
The guard of the tower was overcome and 
scattered, and the victors hastily collected 
together a considerable quantity of arms and 
ammunition and escaped with it without moles- 
tation. 

The late operations of the Fenians haye had 
the effect of rekindling the public excitement, 
which had nearly died out. Many improbable 
ruroors are afloat, including one thata Fenian 
cruiser had been seen off the Irlsh coast, and 
was chased away by British war vessels. 

A man was arrested in this city last evening 
on the charge of having fired the fusee which 
caused the recent explosion at Clerk¢nwell.— 
From information in the hands of the authori- 
ties it is believed that the true culprit has at 
last been captured. 

Commercial advices from Shanghai relative to 
the tea trade give the total exports of the new 
crop up to the lst December at ninety millions 
of pounds.

No- 
thing pays better than the few bushels of 
grain, that puts the finishing touch upon 
what is generally denominated a good 
beef animal. Those of our readers who 
have followed this often repeated advice 
in our live stock market reports, are wit- 
nesses to its soundness.

Death of Mr. Ferguson Blair, 


The death of Senator Blair, President of 
the Privy Council, is announced in to-day’s 
papers as having occurred yesterday, at 
Ottawa. No previous intimation of the 
illness of Mr. Blair having been given, it is 
presumed his death was sudden und unex- 
pected. Mr. Ferguson Blair was the eldest 
son of the Hon. Adam Ferguson, of Wood- 
hill, and took the name of Blair in 1862, on 
falling heir to the estate of Palthayock, in 
Scotland, He was born about the year 
1814, and having been called to thy bar of 
Upper Canada, ho was in the year 1848 
appointed Judge of the district of Wel- 
lington. He retained the office until 1848, 
when he resigned it to contest the county 
ot Waterloo with Mr, Webster. The latter 
was declared by the returning 
officer, but he was unseated on petition, 
and Mr. Ferguson took his seat on the 8th 
February, 1849, and retained it till 1854, 
when he was elected for tho new county of 
South Wellington, from which he retired 
1857. In 1860 he was elected to the 
Legislative Council for the Brock Division,
